Barrett Discloses Plans. 

Some of the preliminary’ negotia- 
tions involved were disclosed today by 
Charles S&S. Barrett, of Union City, 
Ga., head of the National Farmers 
nnion, who came here to confer with.

very necessary links that are now 

omitted from the state system.” 

According to the article, the high- 


way board’s recommendation said that 
the $70,000,000 fund would be sup 
plemented by $15,000,000 from the 
federal government, and that ‘4,000 
miles of paved roads could be built 
in seven years and the money refunded 
in 30 years.” 

The report also pointed out that

For Bigamy 


Howard Gleason, Indicted’ 
Friday, Arrested Satur- 
day in Grand Rapids. 


News of the arrest Saturday in 
Grand Rapids, Mich, of Howard D. 
Gleason, who gave his address as 33 
Euclid avenue,. Atlanta, on a: warrant 
charging bigamy, was received here 
late Saturday night. 

Gleason was indicted Friday by the 
Fulton county grand jury on the big- 
army count, it being alleged that in 
March, 1926, he married a Miss De- 
vereaux, an Atlantan,- and that in 
July, 1926, five monthe later, he mar- 
ried Miss' Ada McDonald, another At- 
lantan, ‘without. receiving. a divorce 
from his first wife. Miss Devereaux is 
said to-be in Augusta and Miss Mc- 
Donald is alleged to havé been in 
Grand Rapids | with Gleason at the 
‘time of his. arrest.

He placed the pillow on the slab at 
the head of his mother’s grave and 
threw his own body across the gtave 
and then shot himself. The faithful 
dog stood guard over the body. 

The tragedy was enacted only a few 
minutes before Mr. Houser and oth- 
ers reached the grave, it wag stated

Pistol Is Found.

Mrs. McKinney’s cries for help 
awakened Mrs. W. C. Kinley, who 
lives just: opposite the pool on Chero- 
kee avenue. Mrs. Kinley called po- 
licé and rushed down to the pool just 
as the officers dashed up. 

The near drowning occurred about 
4:30 Friday morning in the deepest 
spot in the swimming pool and but 
for the timely arrival of. the officers, 
Mrs. McKinney would have drowned. 
As they dashed up to the pool she was 
gasping for breath, her cries for help 
almost subdued. 

Mrs. Kinley, who lives on a third- 
floor apartment across from the pool, 
was awakened by the screams for help 
and rushing out discovered the roman 

struggling in the pool. She called for 

help and Officers Lowe and Watkins 
ran to the scene and Patrolman Lowe 
dived in and dragged Mrs. McKinney 
to safety. 

She protested that she was not try- 
ing to. commit suicide but declared 
that she could not remember how she 
came to be in the take. Police believe 
it was an odd case of semnambulance. 

She retired early in the evening but 
when she was taken from the pool 
she was fully dressed. Her shoes were 
found on the edge of the pool where 
she had taken them off before mak- 
ing the ‘near-fatal dive. She said she 
had no recollection of walking the sev- 
-epal blocks to the pool and knew noth- 


-ling of what was happening until rhe 


felt the cold-water surge. up around 
her. 

She was battling desperately to keep 
above the surface when: the two of- 
ficers arrived. However, according te 
Patrolman Watkins, she refused to 
take hold of a long pole which ~ he 
pushed out to her as they arrived. 


Patrolman Watkins then ran to the 
bath ho to get a boat and Lowe 


jumped iuto the lake and pulled her 
to the bank.. First aid measures were 
resorted to and an ambulance was call- 
ed and Mrs. McKinney was taken to 
Grady hospital, where she was ad- 
mitted for treatment. 

According: to Mr. McKinney, his 
wife has been in ill health and re-

The sight of Fallon’s right eye is 
threatened. The right side of his face 
below the ear is badly burned and he 
may be searred for life. 

The assault took place in room 815 
at the Hotel Belleclaire Thursday aft- 
ernoon. Every effort was made to 
keep the affair a secret. 

Gives Party in Room. 

That afternoon shortly after 3:30 
o’clock the lawyer was entertaining 
some friends at the hotel. He had 
been living there since Monday. 

In the room when the woman en- 
tered were Fallon, Miss May Kenny, 
an attractive young former actress, a 
man named Baker and another girl. 

The intruder, clutching & dog whip 
in her hand, sprang forward and be- 
gan striking the girl who was with 
Baker about the face and body. 

Fallon jumped up,‘and as he sought 
to grapple with the maddened woman 
she emptied a bottle of acid in his 
face. e lawyer instinctively turned 
his head and the fluid struck the side 
of his face, part of it reaching his 
eye. 

Fallon staggered back and collapsed 
on a bed. His companions summoned 
the hotel physician, 

Taken to Hospital. 

The lawyer remained at the, hotel 
overnight and on Friday was removed 
to a private hospital. 

The identity of the woman who ad- 
ministered the whipping and threw the 
lysol has been ly concealed. 

Mrs. Fallen, who has been summer- 
ing at Bay Shore, did not learn of the 
attaek until today. She came to New 
York and rushed to the hospital, where 
doctors are trying to save the sight of 
her husband’s right eye.

“I am in 
favor of the nations sitting around the 
table together to prevent war and to 
help trade. But I am not in favor 
of surrendering one inch of our in- 
dependence.” 

Mr. Sims took Mr. Upshaw to task 
= about missing roll calls. Of 
664 times called, Mr. Upshaw. failed 
to respond 250 times, he charged. 

Mr. Upshaw said that these were 
just “nay and yea”. calls and that 
really they didn’t have the signifi- 
cance that the mayor was endeavor- 
ing to attach to them. He was always 
on hand to vote, he said, except in 
emergencies such as the one where 
he went on an errand of mercy in 
hats 7 of a DeKalb county widow.

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THE LIGHT OPERA SEASON. 

The second season of light operas 
and musical comedies presented by 
the Municipal ‘Light Opera associa- 
tion of Atlanta came to a close with 
Saturday evening’s curtain. From 
the opening performance until the 
close the Atlanta theater has, been 
sold practically to its capacity-—an 
illustration of the appreciation of 
Atlanta people, and of ‘those from 
all sections of the southeast, who 
have attended and become deeply 
appreciative of the entertainment, 
and of the spirit of cultural enteg- 
prise on the part of President C. H. 
Candler and associates in making 
possible such an annual midsummer 
event, 

On this page, in a communica-

| ‘THE PEACH PROBLEM. 


Georgia peach shipments this sea- 
son exceeded all previous years, Ac- 
cording to a survey made by the 
United States department of agri- 
culture, 17,000 cars have thus far 
gone forward, and they are still 
moving. © The total of 20,000 cars 
will probably. be reached, and sey- 
eral thousand carloads of the fruit 
have been left in the groves by 
shippers who have closed packing 
operations for the year. 

The. government’s survey dis- 
closes that “on one day 300 cars 
of peaches were in the Potomac 
yards in Virginia,” and that Georgia 
Elbertas on the f. o. b. market were 
extremely weak at 75—90 cents— 
which, of course, is less than costs 
of production, harvesting and pack- 

- This is a serious situation. Geor-' 
}gia grows more peaches than any 


Mr. Forbes’ advice, that it is vaned 
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avoided the demand would have 
ways been kept one pace ahead of 
the supply, and herce the growers 
would have been rewarded ds they 
should have been and as they are 
economically entitled to as pro- 
ducers. 

There is not a more pressing 
matter before the people of Georgia 
today than the systematic, business- 
like organization of the Georgia 
peach. It is little less than a crime 
to see this wonderful fru suffer 
by reason of faulty marketing. 

The growers must solve the prob- 
lem by thorough cooperation. The 
European markets can be made 
profitable. One shipment of El- 
bertas to Liverpool a few days ago 
was grabbed up with avidity and at 
good prices. Refrigerated ships 
and a five and half day passage puts 
the European markets in close 
touch—and at a season when there 
are no continental peaches on the 
markets of the old world. The fact 
is, if proper effort was made refrig- 
erated ships could be allocated to 
southern ports. It would require 
a guarantee of tonnage, but this 
could be accomplished with peaches, 
melons, cantaloupes, green vege- 
tables—all of which come along in 
Georgia at the same season. 

We simply need something more 
than a humdrum, _§sap-headed 
method of dealing with this situa- 
tion which can be made of such 
profit, or can be a wasted and de- 
feated industry. Which shall it be?

This situation naturally invites and 
creates a system of corrupt crim- 
inal-enforcement collusion that {is 
destructive to the morals, security, 
protection and integrity of all the 
people, and of the structure of goy- 
ernment under which we abide. 

Crime is rampant—and getting 
worse. Solicitor Boykin deserves 
the support and cooperation of all 
the people. Something must be 
done—and that “something” may be 
an. operation to remove the roots of 
the disease, just as a surgeon would 
operate for a cancer.

Pilgrims in England 


As I wrote Beveral weeks ago, I 
am a pilgrim, though of a very mod- 
ern brand. There are about 125 of 

us pilgrims repre- 
senting 38 states, 
and every phase of

For the past 
two weeks or more 
we have been mak- 
ing a return visit 
from America to 
England. Perhaps 
the most modern 
thing about this 
experience is the 
extraordinary cor- 
diality, kindliness 
and frankness with 
which we have 
heen met by the 
most representa- 
tive people of Eng- 
land.. 
Our conferences have been held at 


Toynbee hall. A whole chapter ought 
to be given to this unique institution. 
Maybe I will write it some day. Suf- 


House, except that it is really a na- 
tional expression of the sympathy of 
the strongest with the weakest in 
English life. Situated in East Lon- 
don among the disadvantaged, it 
brings the richest eulture of Oxford 
to shed light and love among those 
who need it most. 

Let me give just a suggestive few 
of the long list of brilliant and signifi- 


cant people who helped us to under- 
stand the British empire better. 
Philip Kerr, private secretary to 
Lloyd George during the war, and at 
the peace conference, though he is the 
nephew of the Duke of Norfolk, is a 
brilliant young progressive, in- 
veighing against the hereditary prin- 
ciple of England. He is now editor 
of The Round Table. 

Lord Robert Cecil talked of the 
leagué of nations, and though frankly 
facing the disappointing experience in 
Geneva last month, hopefully inter- 
preted the meaning of Locarno. Nor- 
man Angel is one of the world’s 
greatest economists and he analyzed 
world conditions and their bearing on 
the British situation, as only a mas- 
ter mind could. : 

Of course the coal strike was in 
its most acute stage. What marvelous 
self-control and what a sense of fair 
play the British people have. Every- 
one is thinking, and actually dealing 
in some way, with this vital problem 
of national life, and yet, while there 
is the deepest, and even the bitterest 
feeling, everyone seems to me to be 
trying to do the fair and wise thing. 

Lord Thompson, of the late labor 
eabinet, another aristocrat ‘who .has 
“gone bad,” politically, spoke of the 
strike, in its political bearings. Then | 
that spiritual aristocrat, Maud _ 
ten, spoke to us of the social psychol- 
ogy of the “general strike and the 
miners’ strike. Hers is a voice heard 
all over England, and a personality 
respected’ and beloved by all. But 
the Anglican church has not yet been | 
able to grant her ordination. She 
is the unordained prophetess. 

One afternoon we were the ,uests 
of the labor party at the house of 
eommons. After having tea on the fa- 
mous “terrace,” we gathered in one 
of the committee rooms, where Arthur 

enderson, secretary of the labor par- 
ty; Thomas, head of the railway un- 
ion, and Hartshorn, who is said to 
have made the ablest speeches on the 
coal situation of any party, e to 
us. Then we questioned them. 

We have had Lionel Hickeng. Colo- 
nel Willey, president of the British 
Industrial as. >ciation, and Seebohm 
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ace, when my gracious lady, Mrs. 
Davidson, did the honors of that an- 
cient home of the ecclesiastical pri- 
mates of England. She is literary to 
the palace born, since sheisthe daugh- 
ter of the late archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and wife of the present arch- 
ishop. 

If Lever write a book it will prob- 
ably be “Lad r, or How Ameri- 
ca Came Back to England.” And 
she has captured England without 
losing America. Who else could have 


done it? She came down to Toynbee 
hall, dined with us, made us a speech, 
and then spent the evening in jolly 
good fellowship and more serious dis- 
cussion. One never-to-be-forgotten 
afternoon was spent at Cliveden, the 
country estate of the Astors. The 
beauty of its location and the charm 
of its stately rooms and exquisite gar- 
dens are indescribable. But the most 
admirable thing about it all is that 
Lady and Lord Astor use this wonder- 
ful place for the service and the joy 
of others, It was a hospital for the 
Canadian wounded during the war, 
and here now is sacredly and beauti- 
fully kept the burial place of many 
anadian soldiers. is beautiful 
home is also a home for many of the 


| Rho@es scholars, where boys far from 


home may come in touch with the 
best in English life. 


I cannot close this rambling story 
without speaking of two splendid ex- 
amples of the modern progressive- 
conservative. Sir Robert Horne will 


be remembered as the really great 
chancellor of the exchequer, who was 
probably most responsible for restor- 
ing the proud sterling to par and 
bringing London back to its ancient 
place of financial leadership of the 
world. How clearly he vindicated 
the wisdom of British financial] policy 
since the war, as contrasted today 
with the pathetic plight of France. 


Captain Harold Macmillan is the 
head of the English branch of the 
Macmillan publishing house, so. weli 
and favorably known to all American 


readers. He is one of the y unger 
group of conservative members of 
parliament, whom I predict will one 
day take front rang. In America we 
would call him a liberal, but just now 
in England that is not a name to 
conjure with. He comes to America 
once or twice every year, and knows 
us far better than most Americans 
know England. Indeed, that is char- 
acteristic of nearly all of these Eng- 

all parties. I am quite 
convinced that when the leadership of 
our own beloved country shall come to 
understand England and the other na- 
tions just as well, they will be able 
to lead America more wisely, and in 
& more neighborly way.

The group 
includes Senator Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who will not be 46 until De- 
cember: Senator Hiram Bingham, of 
Connecticut, who is just over 50; Sen- 
ator Walter Franklin George, of Geor- 
gia, who was 48 last January; Sen- 
ator Frederick Moseley Sackett, of 
Kentucky, who only arrived at the 
senate last year, but is not particu- 
lary young in years, being 57; Sena- 
tor George Howard Williams, of Mis- 
souri, who was 54, and Senator Rob- 
ert M. La Follette, of Wisconsin, who 
is the baby of the senate, being 31 last 
February 6. 

This group of comparatively young 
men who have arrived in the senate 
within the last three years includes a 


wide variety of political points of 
view, with high ability of one kind 
or another in each case. Many 
thoughtful persons believe the group, 
with some others who have come dur- 
ing the same recent years, Is as a high 
cantribution of talent as often comes 
to the senate in any two successive 
elections. Most persons who feel this 
way wish that all these senators 
would be kept in Washington by their 
respective states long enough to give 
to the country and to the states 
from which they come the enrichment 
that lies in initial ability ripened by 
sufficient experience in the senate. 
The diversity of their political com- 
plexions, the fact that the views of 
some directly contradict the views of 
others, is immaterial compared to the 
aggregate enrichment. It would be a 

ty for any one of them to be dimin- 
ished in the public estimate of him 
by incomplete ot inaccurate informa- 
tion. 


Senator David Reed is very able. 
If he is in any sense a pet, whether 
of any interest or of fortune gen- 


erally, then one feels there is no 
great comfort in being a pet, for Sen- 
ator Reed is a very hard-working 
person. Less than 46, he looks ten 
years older. He worked very hard as 
a lawyer before he came to the sen- 
ate. He worked hard enough as ma- 
jor of the 311th field artillery during 
the world war to become one of the 
outstanding figures of the “American 
expeditionary forces; and in the sen- 
ate he works to the point where ex-' 
cessive devotion to work is a handicap 
to him.

It has actually enlarged = the 
Sabine of judicial action. a 
ing to the conventional view of chm- 
mon law jurisprudence, the courts 
take jurisdiction only in case of an 
actual or threaten wrong. Unless 
that occurs there is nothing upon 
- which they can act. This was very 
clearly inted out by the supreme 
court of New Hampshire in Greely 
V. Nashua (62 N. H. 166), where it 
$s said in regard to a bill filed to 
etermine rights claimed under a 
will: 

“The plaintiffs . . request the 
court to inform them wha: their legal 
Tights and those of the defendants are 
i» the property devised. The court 
might with equal propriety be called 
upon by the parties interested to ad- 
vise them regarding the title to land, 
the construction of: a contract, or any 
other question of law. Such questions 
are not ordinarily adjudicated until 
it becomes necessary to decide them 
in proceedings instituted for the re- 
dress of wrongs.” 

And in Bevans vs. Bevans (69 N. 
J. Eq. ty, a bill was filed to obtain 
the construction of a will with respect 
to the title to real estate. The chan- 
cellor of New Jersey said: 

_  . |. It is settled that the court 
will not express opinions in regard to 
construction for the mere information 
of parties, disconnected from some 
equitable relief sought.” 
Courts Advise Litigants on Rights. 

The English rule is designed to_per- 
mit courts to do exactly what the New 
Jersey court said would never be done, 
namely. to express opinions for the 
mere information of parties. The 
common law never looked upon the 
courts as agencies useful for enabling 
parties to keep out of trouble. That 
was the business of the lawyers. It 

never admitted that anyone had a le- 
gal right to know what his rights 
were. The rule authorizing declara- 
tory judgments in cases where no 
relief is possible, gives one the right 
to know his rights. Since ignorance 
of the law excuses no one, the law 
-will furnish an oracle to declare it. 
‘Assuming that parties intend to do 
‘right. it will point out the way they 
should zo. 

In the absence of an opportunity to 
obtain declaratory relief. a client can 
do no more than consult his lawyer. 
But the lawyer’s opinion is without 
the slightest binding force. Vast in- 
terests may be at stake. but all the 
client can do is‘to gamble on the sa- 
gacity of his counsel. In England 
such compulsory eambing has long 
heen outgrown. The client consults 
his lawyer, the lawyer, in the case of 
doubt. frames a case for the court, 
end the court, on a full hearing with 
all interested parties before it. makes 
® final and binding declaration on 
which the client can act with perfect 
security. | 

Making Progress in U. S. 


Declaratory judgments have recent- 
ly been attracting much interest in 
the United States. The first general] 
statute authorizing them was passed 
in Michigan in 1919, but was held un- 
constitutional on the extraordinary 
ground that declaring the rights of 
parties was not a judicial function. 
Anway vs. Grand Rapids Railway 
company (211 Mich. 592). But while 
this decision encouraged similar legis- 
Jation, no other court has ever been 
persuaded to follow the reasoning of 
the supreme court of Michigan.

Undispuicd Facts Admitted. 

If there are facts which either party 
believes will not be actually disputed, 
although formally in issue, and which 
he wishes to avoid the expense of 
proving, he may have ap order calling 
upon hig adversary to admit them. 
Unreasonable refusal to make such 
admission will load the cost of proof, 
after it has been successfully pro- 
duced, upon the party who refused to 
admit. The ctice is admirable, 
for such admission not only saves 
expensé¢ to the parties, but saves the 
time of the courts ‘in hearing proofs. 

If there are matters regarding 
which either party wishes to obtain 
information from the other, he may 
have an order allowing him ‘to put 
interrogatories which must be an- 
swered under oath. 


And most important of all, each. 


party is entitled, almost as a matter 
of course, to an order requiring the 
other party to furnish a sworn list of 
all the documents—whether admissi- 
ble in evidence or not—which he now 
has, or ever has had, in his possession, 
relating to the matter involved in 
the suit. Compagnie Financiere du 
Pacifique v. Peruvian Guano com- 
pany (1882) 11 Q. B. 55. 

Must Furnish All Documents. 

This list must embrace everything 
in writing or printing capable of be- 
ing read. Rex v. Daye. (1908) 2 
K. B. It must be set forth in 
two schedules. The first must con- 
tain all the documents of the a to 
ent, and must be subdivided into those 
which he is willing to ey and 
those which he is not willing to pro- 
duce; the second must contain all the 
documents no longer in the deponent’s 
possession, with a statement as to 
what became of them and in whose 
possession they now are. (11 Hals- 
bury’s Laws of England, 59.) Upon 
the receipt of this list, the party 
usually gives notice in writing to pro- 
duce such documents as he wishes to 
inspect (same, 68), and within a few 
days, subject to the possibility of an 
argument regarding the documents 
not willingly produced, by this simple 
and effective means, each party is 
supplied with copies of all the docn- 
ments which he is entitled to inspect 
and which are known to be in exist- 
ence, bearing upon the case. 

There is nothing in the English 
court system which proceeds under 
such speed and pressure as a hearing 
before a master on & summons for 
directions. The solicitors are not al- 
lowed the luxury of a seat, but stand 
at a sort of high desk before the mas- 
ter, and are hardly given time to 
gather up their papers “before the 
next group of solicitors has crowded 
forward to take their place. Each 
of the masters has a docket of sixteen 
or eighteen cases per hour, and he 
usually finishes the list on time. 

Save Fifty Per Cent in Time. 

It is, of course, impossible to de- 
termine how much court time is saved 
by these preliminary admissions, an- 
swers to interrogatories, and disclos- 
ures of documents, but an observer 
who compares the time used in an 
English trial with that ordinarily con- 
sumed by a similar trial in the United 
States, and notes the points at which 
speed is secured by reason of prior 
discovery, might perhaps estimate a 
50 per cent saving. With the facts 
on each side mutually understood by 
both parties>when the trial opens, 
leading questions no longer become 
objectionable on many features of the 
case, and the witness is brought at 
once to the point in controversy with 
no waste of time over formal prelimi- 
naries; the necessity for cross exam- 
‘nation is greatly reduced, and it is 
frequently omitted altogether: the 
formal introduction of evidence is 
largely dispensed with, for complete 
typewritten sets of copies of the docu- 
ments previously inspected are al- 
ready in the hands of the judge and 
of counsel on each side when the trial 
begins, and they are usually intro- 
duced by consent; formal admissions 
ot facts, and answers to interroga- 
tories, eliminate entirely many fea- 
tures of the case which with us 
would call for extensive proof.

It does seem that a few hundred 
men in the state, all of them above the 


“j average ip intelligence, could get to- 


gether and all make a decent living, 
instead of all losing money. That it 
is a matter of distribution we will 
all. agree, or nearly all of us will. 
That this condition could be overcome 
by organization nearly every one will 
agree. But there the growers quit 
agreeing, and nothing is done. There 
are several things that enter in at this 
time, and I am almost decided that 
some of these factors are insurmount- 
ab'e. ‘ 

In the first place a large percent 
of the growers are tied up, on account 
of being in debt, with one of half a 
dozen large distributors, this is 
not so bad, however, as these large 
distributors are generally more than 
willing to cooperate in distribution. 
Only this year at a meeting in Macon 
all the large distributors met with 


the Peach Exchange, and ~- readily 
agreed to cooperate with the exchange 
in keeping so many peaches out of the 
large market, and I am told that they 
stuck to their word. 

The next factor that comes in is the 
natural independence of the southern- 
er. He does not want any one to teil 
him what he shal) do, or what he shall 
not do. He feels that ue is fully able 
to look after his own business. 
believe about 10 per cent of the peach 
crop is grown by men who ship and 
sell their own peaches. They ship 
where they please and to whom they 
please. metimes they are lucky, 
sometimes unlucky, but they are inde- 
pendent, owe nobody anything and 
even though they lose money, they 
have other sources of income, and 
can continue in the game. 
crowd hurts us all, as we never know 
where they are going to ship to, so 
can’t stay out of their way. This 
crowd will ever be hard to manage, 
yet, I believe by some method could 
be induced to cooperate. 

The worst crowd that the growers 
will ever have to contend with, so far 
as ever getting them to cooperate, is 
the man who is making money out of 
his neighbors’ fruit. It has been the 
custom for years for large commis- 
sion men in the north and east to 
come down here and get some very 
influential man to pull for peaches to 
be shipped to their particular commis- 
sion house. This commission house is 
selling the peaches for the grower at 
10 per cent commission, and is gen- 
erally giving some prominent local 
man about 3 per cent of this commis- 
sion. Of course the commission man 
employs men who have a pull with the 
grower, and generally he is a man 
who car advance the poor grower 
some money, either of his own, or 
from the commission man. 

Nearly always the commission house 
that is getting peaches this way is 
in one of the large cities, and so 
it can be readily seen that these large 
centers are frequently congested with 
peaches, and the grower gets very lit- 
tle for his fruit, besides, running. the 
market down at other places, as we 
all know that the large markets con- 
trol the price in the smaller places. 
I heard a reliable man say just be- 
fore the shipping season began, that 
one commission house in New York 
had over 500 cars of peaches signed 
up to go to them from a single coun- 
ty. have reason to believe that 
nearly all these peaches were pulled 
to this house by a very prominent 
man in the state, and no doubt, this 
man made, even as cheap as peaches 
were this season, several thousand 
dollars.. His is not an isolated case 
either. 

Now, this will be your hard proposi- 
tion to get around, Naturally, the 
man that is making a lot of money 
this way, is not going to gently give 
it up; we are not built that way. He 
may admit that cooperation is the 
right thing, but at the same time, he 
will continue to pull for his man, 
and you can not blame him. ou 
might. say that the grower should not 
let him handle his peaches, and may 
be that is right, neither should a great 
many of us be pulled about by poli- 
ticijans as we are, but we are never- 
less. It has always been, and always 
will be, I guess, that men of brains 
will handle men not so well endowed, 

What shall we do to save the peach 
industry of the state. Well, frankly 
I cannot say, but do hope some man 
with the brains will save us in spite 
of ourselves.

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SEBORRHEA—EVERYBODY 
HAS IT. 
Shiny nose, oily or greasy skin and 


heads (doctors call these comedones, 
and folks call them “flesh worms”), 
and in many cases pimples (docters 
call the pimples acne, and nostrum 
mngers and quacks and misinformed 
persons call them “impure ")\— 
these are all manifestations of a mere 
exuberance of gland function, the se- 
cretion of sebum or skin oil by the 
sebaceous or oil glands of the skin, 
and this abundance of oil is practical- 
ly a normal state in youth. Indeed 
it is entirely reasonable to look upon 
these manifestations of rrhea as 
s' _s or badges of youth, and no other 
significance can be rttached if one 
has due regard for physiology, anat- 
omy and pathology. I do not mean 
to imply that there must be something 
wrong with the boy or girl who hasn't 
a crop of pimples, for instance; but 
I do insist that it is in. no way ab- 
normal for the boy or girl to raise 
pimples more or less during the ‘teens 
and-I challenge any one, layman or 
physician, to take issue with this as- 
sertion if there is any ground to ques-' 
tion it. 

The excessive flow of sebum or skin 
oft (doctors call this oversecretion of 
sebum seborrhea), which is the essen- 
tial or underlying feature of each and 
all of the conditions named, appears 
to be an incident of the general gland- 
ular development and speeding up or 
awakening which naturally occurs in 
adolescence. The popular idea that 
children grow more er oye d at this age 
than they do before the age of 12 or 
13 is probably founded on the fact 
that the ge 1 glandular develop- 
ment does speed up considerably at 
this time; there is no actual increase 
in the rate of thin stature over 
the rate in earlier childhood.

and pan-American. Mrs. James Logan 
is chairman of the division of public 
instruction. Mrs. T. Heyward Simms 
chairman of kindergartens; Mrs. [1. 
M. Nichols, chairman of rural edu- 
cation: Mrs. C. T. Wilson, chairman 
of local scholarships, and Miss Rose 
Moran, co-chairman; Mrs. T. R. Har- 
mon, chairman of pan-American 
scholarships. 

The awarding of scholarships is 
given careful attention of the commit- 
tee working with Miss Rose Moran, 
co-chairman, examining each appli- 
cant, and, where it is possible, bring- 
ing abeut a personal interview with 
the school authorities. To the list 
of scholarships open for applicants, 
which have been published there is 
also open one senior class scholarship 
to Woodberry hall. Under the divi- 
sion of education of the adult citizen 
comes four separate and distinct com- 
mittees. They are as follows: 

Illiteracy, with its slogan, “No J- 
literacy in the United States in 
1930,” and with its objective “Each 
one to teach one;”’ motion pictures, 
which secures and broadcasts infor- 
mation concerning films interesting as 
well as educational; library. exten- 
sion, which works for the establish- 
ment of free libraries in outlying dis- 
tricts, as well as the circulation of 
books and magazines in rural dis- 
tricts and schools; better American 
speech, which aims to raise the 
standard and improve the quality of 
speech,

chairman of the division of adult 
education, with Mrs. Janres Logan 
chairman of illiteracy; Mrs. Frank 
Nadele, chairman of motion pictures, 
Mrs. George S. Obear, Jr., chairman 
of library extension, and Mrs. Rogers 
Wilson chairman of better American 
speech. ;

The Battle of King’s Mountain on 
January 16, 1781, turned the tide

newed plans for a triumphant end- 
ing of the war. 

As General Gates was removed 
from the American army, General 
Washington fortunately placed Gen- 
eral Greene in command on Decem- 
ber 4, 1780. 

General Tarleton, betag in charge 
of the British, said to his men: “Come 
my boys, we can soon capture old 
Sumter, but as for this old swamp 
fox, Marion, Satin himself cannot 
catch him.” ns 

Although his réinforcement of 2,300 
men did not replace the British losses 
at King’s Mountain, he was eager to 


attempt another invasion of North & § 


Carolina. 

On the 15th of May, 1781, the 
American, General Greene. drew up 
in line of battle. The broken 
regular ground was chosen for the 
surprise of the well-drilled troops of 
Cornwallis. Th: first line, com- 
manded: by Butler and Eaton, were 


militiamen, undisciplined, yet splen-| ; 


did‘marksmen. The second lines were 
raw troops from Virginia 
Stephens and Lawson. 

he third line was of well-drilled 
troops of the 3rd North Carolina Con- 
tinentals. Every man in that gallant 
army was eager to begin the fray, 
for they were to make a desperate 
fight for freedom, and before them 
were pictured the beautiful images of 
their dear mothers, sisters and wives. 


British Advance. 


At noontide across the hills, was 
seen the British army in brilliant 
array, their death-dealing weapons 
glittering in the scarlet hue of their 
royal uniforms, and their fine, mili- 
tary bearing showing a confident tone 
of success. A cannonade was soon 
opened from the two six pounders of 
the American liae. The British ar- 
tillery responded with but little effect. 

The enemy then advanced in three 
columns, the Hessians and Highland- 
ers on the right, the royal artillery 
in the center, and Webster's brigade 
on the left. The militia, over- 
whelmed by the grandeur of the royal 
troops, fell back in confusion. 

e British, encouraged by this 
agitation, rushed violently forward 
with a loud shout of triumph, ex- 
pecting to crush the whole American 
army. at one blow, but “the race is 
not always to the swift, nor the bai- 
tle to the strong.” 

Suddenly they were checked by 
“Light Horse Harry Lee” and Col- 
one] William Washington! Corn- 
wallis ordered his teserve, aud the 
battle began in earnest. The moun- 
tain militia poured forth its fire, and 
before they recovered, the Americans 


¢ gained the day. 


Cornwallis, amid the storm of shot 
and shell, lost all hope, and his am- 
bition, fell, to rise no more! That 
battle made the surrender at York- 
town. ‘The events are told in all his- 
tories, but its connection with patriots 
of the southern states, and what they 
did in that day at Guilford to build 
up this great American republic is 
not appreciated as much as it should 
be. Then let the whole country unite 
in praise and joyful thanks that God 
has thus blessed His people. and

The department has recently olitain- 
ed the whole-hearted support of the 
county commissioners and when the 
work of this county is well under 
way, work in other counties will go 
forward, as the cooperation of the 
other county commissioners is secured. 
Mrs.’ Bernard Willingham, president 
Fifth District Parent-Teachers asso- 
ciation, has promised hearty _coopera- 
tion of her organizations. It is the 
desire of the fine arts department to 
secure the cooperation « all feder- 
ated clubs of this district “a the work. 

Object of Commif<ee. 

The object of the comhittee is to 
enlist the interest of. the community 
in its fight for natural bet\uty on the 
highways and byways, unencumbered 
by defacing billboards, ‘small signs 
upon trees, as well as posters that re- 
pel rather than advertise. 

Modern civilization in iis rush of 
daily toil often seeks the quiet roads 
of rural beauty, while the leisure 
hours afford a period of rest, and 
Fulton county furnishes such high- 
ways for motorists, who are in search 
of nature, but often finds that instead 
of a retreat of beauty. in nature, of 
God’s own creation, he is trailing the 
commerce of the city, and unsightly 
signs rear themselves on every side 
and obstruct the landscape, which pre- 
yents enjoyment of these cool retreats. 

“The landscape is no place for ad- 
vertising” is by no means a new silo- 
gan in the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. Already 43 federated 
states, beginning with Alabama and 
listed through Wyoming are working 
to conserve the beauty of America, 
and today more than one hundred or- 
ganizations of men and women are 
working actively through the general 
federation in a campaign to preserve 


the ngsural beauty and interest the 


| 


people in saving our landscape from 
this commercialization. Our policy is 
conservative, we are not fighting out- 
door advertising, we seek restriction, 
not abolition. 

The work of the genera] federation 
is to urge that all out-door advertis- 
ing be restricted to commercial dis- 
tricts where it will not injure rural 
or civic beauty. It is a matter of 
gratification that thirty leading na- 
tional advertisers have agreed to re- 
strict their signs as rapidly as possi- 
ble to commercial districts, 

Committees Appointed. 

In carrying on the work in Fulton 
county, committees will be appointed 
to ascertain the number of billboards 
seen on different approaches to At- 
lanta. Beginning with the county line 
in north Fulton, or Peachtree road. 
there are found on this beautiful and 
historic highway, more than 100 signs 
from the county line to Buckhead.. In 
a very attractive pamphlet recently 
issued, entitled, “What Attracts the 
Tourists to Your Town,” it is stated 
that “no one thing advertises your 
town more effectively than a beauti- 
ful approach.” We know that care- 
lessness can ruin an approach which 
pature has made beautiful, but or- 
ganized effort can beautify any ap- 
proach. Let us clear away commer- 
cial encroachments, plant __ trees, 
shrubs and flowers and give nature 
a chance. 

Mrs. Little’s committee on fine arts 
includes Miss Jessie Hopkins, as chair- 
man of literature; Mrs. J. B. Hos- 
mer, chairman of art, and Mrs. Fran- 
ces Stovall Fletcher, chairman of 
music. Miss Hopkins, who is one of 
Atlanta’s best known young women, 
is connected with the Carnegie li- 
brary. Mrs. Hosmer is in charge of 
the department of ceramics at Geor- 
gia School of Technology. Mrs. Flet- 
cher, a resident of College Park, is a 
gifted musician, in theory as well as 
in practice.: These co-chairmen have 
entered very enthusiastically into the 
plans of the general committee, which 
will be announced later, and through 
these columns, at various’ times 
throughout the year, they will give 
many interesting facts and side lights 
coneerning their individual depart- 
ments.

Rembrandt and Velasquez were in the evening of their brilliant 
careers when Korin Ogata, the greatest of all Japanese painters, was 
born in the city of Koto, Japan. The year of his birth remains a mys- 
tery, but it is generally accepted that he was born in the year 1655..- 


‘‘Wave Screen,” his masterpiece, was purchased in the year 1880, 
for the Fenollosa-Weld Collection at Boston, and still remains one of 
the treasured collections of that institution. It is painted in six panels, 
measuring four feet, nine inches by five feet, five inches. Only the 
first two panels, the loveliest of the six, are reproduced in this series, 
and shows the waves ‘“‘dashing high on a stern and rock-bound coast.” 


As a colorist, Korin had few equals, some even place him ahead of 

_ Titian, The phrase “Korin gold and silver” has become a proverb. The 

gold stood for sunshine, and the silver for moonlight. He blended these 

colors in wonderful tones, and the bold, powerful curves in the waves 
show the mysterious and peculiar style of the inimitable Korin. 


In his early youth, Korin recéived his first instructions in the art 
of painting from his father, a wealthy merchant, who dabbled some in 
art. Later, he studied under Koyetsu and Sotatsu, both able teachers. 
Korin developed rapidly, imitating and studying those qualities of the 
teachers he liked the best. Even before he arrived at maturity, Satatsu 
pronounced him to be ‘‘a good painter.” 


After a terrific engagement, and with his ship sinking beneath him, 
John Paul Jones was commanded to stop fighting. ‘Stop fighting,” 
said he, ‘‘why I haven’t started yet.” So it was with Korin, he hadn’t 
started to paint. Arriving at maturity, he began to notice that his style 

was being cramped by patterning after those who taught him, so he 
| broke away from all traditions and. developed a very original and dis- 
tinctive style of his own. 


Korin’s versatility and his wonderful power to conceive stood him 
in good need in molding the styles of both teachers into one, and carrying the 
combined style defiantly to its climax. No small part of the time spent in his™ 
Studio was devoted to the mixing of paints, and he carefully watched the 
action of the rich mixture as it flowed from the brush and dried on the canvas. 


The most complete of all the Japanese art schools is the School 
of Korin, which, naturally derives its name from this great artist, whose 
work has influenced many artists who came after him. 


Korin died in the year 1716, aged 61. His name is indelibly en- 
graved on the art register of honor, not only in Japan but throughout 
the entire world. He is to Japanese art what Michelangelo was to the 
Renaissance—what Rubens is to Flemish art.

This would be to claim that while 
the physical organs such as the eve 
could not have had an origin and de- 
velopment only by having an objec- 
tive material world ‘as their environ- 
ment, the spiritual faculties such as 
faith, have come to a strange growth 
with never a response from a * world 
of spiritual realities. This is to deny 
that. we live in.an honest world.. The, 
tiger in the jungle and the cow in the 
meadow have each the advantage of 
us, since nature does not deceive them. 
The denial of the spiritual is to trans- 
form life into.a hopeless riddle. It is 
to hold that the worst in our world 
rests on reality and is in conformity 


- with eternal truth, while the best in 


our world rests on the rotten founda- 
tion of a falsehood. The only escape 
from such contradictions is an un- 
Shaken confidence in the reliability of 
Our Spiritual consciousness. 


It is evident that this argument 
overleaps that which was made in the 
argument from the universal instinct. 
of mankind. Some one has given the, 
companion of the response of the soul, 
to the response of the needle to the 
pole. The pole throws the needle into 
a Stab of activity. A circle of needles 
all around the earth pointing to one 
spot would indicate the presence of, 
something in that spot influencing the 
needles 

A circle of souls around the earth.

The existence and universality of 
religious instincts and inspirations 
prove the existence of a spiritual uni- 
verse.
